issued September ?9, 18S2, and became 
due October 1, 1895, or before. The in- 
terest was 5 per cent. They were is- 
sued to refund the bonded indebtedness ! 
by redemption 
of the outstanding | 


'funded debt bond of 
1870,' 
to tha j 


amount of $67,000, drawing 10 per cent ' 
interest, and 'school bond redemption j 
bonds of 1874,' to the amount of $100,000, 
drawing interest at 8 per cent. It was 
specified that a tax should be levied so 
that the sum raised should equal 20 per 
cent, or $33,40v, in five years and 40 per 
cent or $66,SOO, in nine years. When 
there was $1,000 or more in the fund, 
bonds should be called in and interest 
should stop with notice. There was re- 
deemed in 1S90-91 $27,000 worth of the 
bonds, leaving the $140,000 now in ques- 
tion. 


"The Council has never said anything 


•to me about the matter, but there is a 
foot note in my annual report which . 
has been copied in all the Eastern ft- ) 
nancial journals which exactly explains 
the status of the case. This foot nota 
reads: 
" 'No provision having been made for 
the payment of $140,000 outstanding 're- 
demption bonds of 1S82,1 maturing by

Angeles, involving points of law rela.t- 
ing to the method of procedure adopted 
by the Council in calling the election. 
The bonds maturing October 1st, 1895, 
have not been presented for payment." ' 
"J. H. Calflwell, White & Co.'s at- 
torney, ends the whole matter by say- 
ing: 'The proceedings in the matter of 
these bonds have been taken without 
reference to the act of 1895. The effect 
of this amendment was one of the 
questions rais-jd in the case of the city 
of Los Angeles va. Teed, 112 Cal., 319, 
but which the court declined to con- 
sider. I am unable to find any subse- 
quent case in which the question baa 
been passed upon, and, unless the city 
officials can satisfy us on this score, I 
cannot recommend your acceptance of 
the bonds issued in the manner dis- 
closed by these papers.' 


"Now, it secims to me that the only 
thing the city can do is to make a test 
case of the matter and decide the le- 
gality of the act. It seems to be a very 
childish thing to do to submit the bonds 
without the necessary proof of their va- 
lidity. Those people wlio are dealing in 
such matters ail the time are not go- 
ing to be hoodwinked by us out here, 
and while I know the Council did not 
intend such a thing it must look to the 
Eastern people as if such was the ease. 
"Here is something that Mr. Oaldwell 
says, which It seems incredible that tha 
city did not anticipate:

fact tha£ $8,500 of these bonds under 
the ordinance are

1896. 
I seriously question the power of 
a city to seli its overdue bonds. Thd 
so-called sale by a. municipality of ita 
own bonds is in legal effect nothing j 
more than the exercise of a borrowing 
power and so far as the first install- 
ment of the issue is concerned the' 
transaction amounts to a loan of 43,500 
to the city and the city Issuing to you 
bonds due September 25, 1S96, as evi- 
dence of the loan. 
" 'I wish to know whether these bonds 
have been actually signed, ancl if so, by 
what officers. 
They should be signed 


by the officials who are in office at the 
time of their delivery and not thoso 
who were in office at the time of their 
date, towit: September 25, 1895. I wish 
to know when the bonds issued in 1883 
proposed to be refunded, became due, 
and if they are not yet overdue, wheth- 
er they are subject to an option of re- 
demption prior to their absolute ma- 
turity.' 


"The reason, I believe, why the bonds 
were not issued under the '95 amend- 
ment instead of the act of '93 is that tho 
City Attorney or some one gave an 
opinion that the act of '93 was invalid. 
People many buy overalls upon such, 
information, but tbey are not buying 
bonds."

He shall tti.-n an- 
nually for at least foilr years before 
obtaining a license be subjected to a 
strict oral and written examination by 
the Trustees, at the &ame time giving' 
evidence of good moral character.

No proceedings nor judgment ren- 


dered by any Court of Discipline shall 
ever be hold penal but shall be held as 
a civil proceeding. The Supreme Court 
shall have the power to renew the judg- 
ment of the Court of Discipline \vhen it 
removes an attorney or refuses a li- 
cense to an applicant. 


The justices of the District Courts 


of Appeal shall be elected by thj elec- 
tors of their respective counties. The 
terms of Appellate as well as Supreme 
Justices shall be twelve years, those 
of the first elected District Courts be- 
ing classified so that one shall retire 
at the end of four years and one at the 
end of eight years.

POOR JACK SPARROW. 


War has been declared against the 


English sparrow. Kver since the im- 
portation of this famous cockney bird 
its depredations have? been a coniinusd 
source of complaint and now the bat- 
tle is to be carried into their very nests, 
as will be gleaned from the following 
bill introduced by Assemblyman Chap- 
man: 


"Wild birds shall not be killed or 


caught at any time, or possessed after 
the same arc dead. This provision does 
not affect any birds,- the 
killing of 


which is prohibited 
between certain 


dates, under acts of the Legislature 
now in force, nor docs It protect the 
English sparrow, nor does it apply to 
any person holding a certificate under 
the provisions of section 3 of this act. 
Whoever shall violate or attempt to 
violate the, provisions o£ this rection 
shall be deemed guilty of misdemeanor 
and shall be liable to a penalty of $25 
for each bird so killed, trapped or de- 
stroyed. 


"The eggs of wild birds shall not be 


offered for sale, or their nests robbed or 
wilfully or needlessly destroyed, unless 
when necessary to protect buildings or 
prevent their defacement. This teution 
does not apply to the English sparrow. 


"Certificates may be granted to offi- 


cers of the University, colleges, etc., 
to collect birds, nests or eg'gs for sci- 
entific purposes only. 
Such persons 


must have certificates from two well 
known scientists and certificates ;?hall 
be in force for one year only, 


WON A HARD FIGHT.

000 worth of refunded school bonds 
which has been before the City Council 
for some time did not end when the 
Council accepted the bid of C. B. White 
& Co. of New York. "White & Co. ask- 
ed for information in regard to the 
bonds, which information was forward- 
ed by the City Clerk, and now the at- 
torney for "White & Co. has asked for 
further information. 


In speaking of the matter today Au- | 


ditor Snow said :the only thing, for'i the 
city, to, do was to .test the validity oil 
the act of 1895. ' 
'' 


"These bonds;" said Mr. Snow, "were 


issued September 2.9, 1882, and became 
due October 1. 1895, or before. The in.-" 
terest was 5 per cent. They were is- 
sued to refund the bonded indebtedness 
by -redemption .of the outstanding 
funded, debt bond of 1870,'. to the 
amount of ?67,000, drawing 10 per cent 
interest, and 'school bond redemption 
bonds of 1S74,' to the amount of $100,000, 
drawing Interest at S per cent. It was 
specified that a tax should be levied so 
that the sum raised should equai 20 per 
cent, or $33,400, in five years and 40 per 
cent or $66,500, in nine years. When 
there was 51,000 or more in the fund, 
bonds should be called in and interest 
should stop with notice. There was re- 
deemed in 1890-91 $27,000 worth of the 
bonds, leaving the $140,000 now in ques- 
tion. 
"The Council has never said anything 
to me about the matter, but there is a 
foot note in my annual report which 
has been copied In all the Eastern fi- 
nancial journals which exactly explains 
the status of the case. This foot note 
reads: 
" 'No provision having been, made for 
the payment of $140,000 outstanding 're- 
demption .bonds of 1S82,' maturing by 
limitation October 1st, 1S95, an election 
was held on September 29th, 1894,'When 
the question of the issue of refunding 
bonds wa* submitted and 
defeated. 
The question was resuibmitted art an 
election held August 31st, 1805, when the 
re-Issue was authorized. 
The bonds 
were Immediately prepared, but were 
withdrawn from sale, alter being adver- 
tised, pending the decision of the Su- 
preme Court of the State of Califor- 
nia in a case arising in the City of Los 
Angeles, involving points of law rela-t- 
ing to the method of procedure adopted 
by the Council In calling the election. 
The bonds maturing October 1st, 1895, 
have not been presented for payment." ' 
"J. H. Caldwell, White & Co.'s at- 
torney, ends the w.hole master by say- 
ing: 'The proceedings in the matter of 
these bonds have been taken without 
reference to the act of 1895. The effect

and my election will be entirely due to 
the voters of Oakland. I shall go In 
without private pledges; -without .giv- 
ing any assurance of patronage. 


"My petition will be filed in a few 
days and 'thereafter I will plan my 
campaign. I will visit and hold meet- 
ingrs in the open air and in halls In 
every ward."
